The story of Britain’s defeat of the submarine 
in 1914-18 is one of supreme courage in the face of a 
situation which might well have engendered hope- 


less despair. 


The courage of the merchant sailors 


who took ships to sea knowing, during the black 
period, that they stood one chance in four of surviv- 


ing, was magnificent. 


There was also the fine daring‘ 


of the Navy and the efforts of the 
technical experts at home to find 
new ways and means of hunting 
and destroying the submarine. 

When Britain declared war on 
Germany on August 4, 1914. Ger- 
many had 33 submarines in com- 
mission and 28 building; but of 
those in commission 28 were long- 
range U-boats. 

At that time the potentialities 
of the submarine were not real- 
ised, und in any case Britain did 
not believe that any nation would 
prowl the seus to sink ruthlessly 
unarmed merchant ships. 

Lord Fisher, who had no 
illusions about the Germans, 
warned the nation that this was 
the very use to which the sub- 
marines would be put. But not 
until February 4, 1915, was he 
proved right, when the German 
Admiralty announced ‘that enemy 
merchant ships in the waters 
around Great Britain would be 
destroyed. 

Thus the German attempt to 
biockade Britain by submarine 
began. 

Thousands of ships were mov- 
ing in and out of British ports. At 
first Britain rested easily. The 
full power of the threatened 
blockade was not to be realised 
until 1917. for the first enemy at- 
tempt failed utterly. During the 
tirst fortnight of the blockade the 
Germans sank only 10 out of 2,855 
ships sailing to and from British 
ports. 


Sting Of The Mosquito 
Fleet 


The Navy, the Mosquito Fleet, 
the first of the “Q" ships ap- 
parently unarmed cargo or fishing 
boats with guns hidden behind 
trapdoor arrangements—and the 
use of steel nets which enmeshed 
the U-boat and revealed its pre- 
sence by buoys which floated on 
the surface, contributed to a con~ 
certed counter-attack which broke 
the first German- blockade- from 
the start. In August of 1915 Ger- 
man sinkings reached a peak of 
160,000 tons. In January, 1916, 
the score was only 30.000 tons. 
That month ended the first phase. 
Not until Octdber, 1916, did the 
submarine begin to show its real 
power and to become a terrible 
menace, 

Toward the end of 1916 . the 
Germans resumed the submarine 
war. They had learned hard les- 
sons during the first phase of the 
attack, and during the interven- 
ing period they had been bullding 
new vessels as fast as they could. 
It is estimated that they had been

Allies On Brink 
Of Collapse 


If the Germans could succeed in 
maintaining that rate of sinkings 
the collapse of Britain and France 
was inevitable. So the nation got 
down to the job of defeating the 
U-boat. 

The methods developed included 
mines, depth charges, nets, sound 
detectors, submarines, “Q" ships 
and naval vessels of many types. 
At long last, in the summer of 
1917, came the convoy, the method 
by which merchant ships steamed 
in groups, guarded by armed 
ships, instead of proceeding alone 
and unprotected. 

The nets were improved and 
were also fitted with explosive 
charges. Great minefie’'ds were 
laid in the Channel, off the Bel- 
gian coast, in the Heligoland 
Bight and between the Orkneys 
and Norway. Ships were fitted 
with apparatus for deteciing the 
presence of submarines beneath 
the surface which enabled ships 
to drop depth charges about the 
area, These underwater ex- 


plosions were dreaded by the 


crews of the U-boats. They could, 
if close enough, sink or disable’ 
the submarine, and often drove 
it to the surface. Britain sub- 
marines themselves went out from.

This statement was made by the Japan- 
ese Foreign Minister, Admiral Toyoda, in a 
written reply to a series of questions put to 


\him jointly by the Tokyo correspondents of 


the official Italian and German news agen- 
cies, according to a despatch published in 


Rome yesterday. 


The question to which he was 
in particular replying was “What 
ure your views on the economic 
encirclement of Japan?” 


Asked if ‘the political and 
military agreement concluded be- 
tween Great Britain and the So- 
viet Union, not to mention the 
United States,” was considered 
contrary to the spirit of the Pact 
of Neutrality signed by Japan 
and the U.S.S.R., “especially after 
the last declaration of Mr. Eden,” 
Admiral Toyoda gave no direct 
answer, merely remarking it was 
the attitude of Britain and 
America which preoccupied 
Japan.
